COOK COUNTY NEIGHBORHOOD PRESERVATION HOMEOWNER 
EXEMPTION ORDINANCE (“N.P.H.E.”) 

PREAMBLE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois, is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 
VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and pursuant to the authority therein granted, may 
exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the reassessment system in the County of Cook causes a shift of the tax burden; and 

WHEREAS, the shifting tax burden often results in homeowners receiving significant, unpredictable 
increases in their property tax bills, causing severe financial hardship for them; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners previously recognized this issue for mixed use 
residential property and Class 3 rental property by reducing the applicable assessment levels; and 

WHEREAS, on July 12, 2004, the 93rd General Assembly of Illinois enacted Public Act 93-0715, which 
authorized a county to adopt an alternative general homestead exemption, 35 ILCS 200/15-176, (“7% 
assessment cap”); and 
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WHEREAS, on July 13, 2004, the Cook County Board of Commissioners adopted by ordinance (04-0- 
33) the provisions of the alternative general homestead exemption, 35 lECS 200/15-176; and 

WHEREAS, effective October 12, 2007, the 95th General Assembly of Illinois overrode the Governor’s 
Amendatory Veto (Public Act 95-0644), and extended the alternative general homestead exemption for 
another triennial for each reassessment district; and 

WHEREAS, on October 22, 2007, the Cook County Board of Commissioners adopted by ordinance (07- 
0-73) the provisions of the alternative general homestead exemption, 35 lECS 200/15-176 (Public Act 
95-0644); and 

WHEREAS, the 7% assessment cap resulted in a taxable value that grows more predictably, allowing 
homeowners the peace of mind of being able to plan and anticipate their tax bills; and 

WHEREAS, the 7% assessment cap provided an immediate and effective form of property tax relief 
available to homeowners in the County of Cook; and 

WHEREAS, the 7% assessment cap is but one aspect of the effort to stop the ever increasing tax burden 
on the neighborhoods of Chicago and Cook County, with the long-term goal of restructuring a fairer and 
more predictable property tax system; and 

WHEREAS, Illinois’ tax structure is over-reliant on property taxes to fund schools and local taxing 
districts and is in need of major reform; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County homeowners have relied upon and have benefited from the 7% assessment 
cap as a reliable form of property tax relief from the shifting tax burden; and 

WHEREAS, on August 2, 2010, the 96th General Assembly of Illinois enacted Public Act 96-1418, 
which extended the alternative general homestead exemption for another triennial for each reassessment 
district; and 

WHEREAS, the County Board is desirous of implementing the provisions of 7% assessment cap as 
provided in Public Act 96-1418. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
COUNTY OF COOK, ILLINOIS, PURSUANT TO PUBLIC ACT 96-1418, THE COUNTY OF 
COOK DOES HEREBY SUBJECT ITSELF TO THE PROVISIONS OF 35 ILCS 200/15-176, 
(“7% ASSESSMENT CAP”). 

Section 74-43 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 74-43. Neighborhood preservation homeowner exemption. 

(a) Administration. 

(1) Determination of entitlement to annual alternative general homestead exemption. The 

County Assessor shall have the authority to determine which homestead property is 
entitled to an annual alternative general homestead exemption by application, visual 
inspection, questionnaire, or other reasonable method. Each year, at the time the 
assessment books are certified to the County Clerk by the County Board of Review, the 
Assessor shall furnish to the Clerk a list of properties qualified for the alternative general 
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homestead exemption. The list shall note the adjusted homestead value of each property 
to be used in the calculation of the homestead exemption for the current tax year. 

(2) Exemption amount. The amount of the alternative general homestead exemption is the 
equalized assessed value of the homestead property for the current tax year, minus the 
adjusted homestead value, with the following exceptions: 

a. The amount of the exemption shall not exceed $20,000.00 in equalized assessed 
value for any taxable year through taxable year: 

i. 2005, if the general assessment year for the property is 2003; 

ii. 2006, if the general assessment year for the property is 2004; or 

hi. 2007, if the general assessment year for the property is 2005. 

b. Thereafter, the amount of the exemption is as follows: 

i. if the general assessment year for the property is 2006, then the 
exemption amount may not exceed: $33,000 for taxable year 2006; 
$26,000 for taxable year 2007; and $20,000 for taxable year 2008t and 
2009: $16.000 for taxable year 2010: and $12.000 for taxable year 2011: 

ii. if the general assessment year for the property is 2007, then the 
exemption amount may not exceed: $33,000 for taxable year 2007; 
$26,000 for taxable year 2008; and $20,000 for taxable year 2009 and 
2010; $16,000 for taxable year 2011; and $12,000 for taxable year 2012; 
and 

hi. if the general assessment year for the property is 2008, then the 
exemption amount may not exceed: $33,000 for taxable year 2008; 
$26,000 for taxable year 2009; and $20,000 for taxable year 2010 and 
2011; $16,000 for taxable year 2012; and $12,000 for taxable year 2013 . 

c. For the 2006 taxable year only, the maximum exemption amount provided in 
subsection (2)(b)(i) of this Section may be increased by: (i) $7,000 if the 
equalized assessed value of the property for taxable year 2006 exceeds the 
equalized assessed value for taxable year 2002 by 100% or more; or (ii) $2,000 if 
the equalized assessed value of the property for taxable year 2006 exceeds the 
equalized assessed value for taxable year 2002 by more than 80% but less than 
100%. 

d. In the case of homestead property that also qualifies for the exemption under 
Section 15-172 of the Property Tax Code, the property is entitled to the 
alternative general homestead exemption limited to the amount of (i) $4,500.00 
for tax year 2003; (ii) $5,000.00 for tax years 2004 and 2005; or (iii) the lesser of 
the amount of the general homestead exemption under Section 15-175 or an 
amount equal to the increase in the equalized assessed value for the current tax 
year above the equalized assessed value for 1977 in tax year 2006 and thereafter. 
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(3) Initial value subject to review. For any tax year for which the Assessor determines or 
adjusts an initial value for base homestead value purposes, the initial value shall be 
subject to review by the same procedures applicable to assessed values established by the 
Property Tax Code, 35 lECS 200/1 et seq., for that tax year. 

(4) Revision of base homestead value. The base homestead value shall remain constant, 
except that the Assessor may revise it under the following circumstances: 

a. If the equalized assessed value of a homestead property for the current tax year is 
less than the previous homestead value for that property, then the equalized 
assessed value for the current tax year shall become the base homestead value in 
subsequent tax years, provided it is not based on a reduced assessed value 
resulting from a temporary irregularity in the subject property. 

b. For any tax year in which new buildings, structures, or other improvements are 
constructed on the homestead property that would increase its assessed value, the 
Assessor shall adjust the base homestead value with due regard to the value 
added by the new improvements. 

c. Except to sales or transfers between spouses or between a parent and a child, if 
the homestead property is sold or ownership is otherwise transferred after 
December 31, 2002, the base homestead value of the property shall be adjusted 
as provided in subdivision (b)(3)(b) of Section 15-176 of the Property Tax Code, 
35 lECS 200/15-176. 

d. Pursuant to the recalculation of the base homestead value as provided in 
subdivision (b)(3)(A-5) of Section 15-176 of the Property Tax Code, 35 lECS 
200/15-176. 

(5) Cooperatives or life care facilities. In the case of an apartment building owned and 
operated as a cooperative, or as a life care facility, that contains residential units that 
qualify as homestead property under Section 15-176 of the Property Tax Code, 35 lECS 
200/15-176, the maximum cumulative exemption amount attributed to the entire building 
or facility shall not exceed the sum of the exemptions calculated for each qualified 
residential unit. The cooperative association, management firm, or other person or entity 
that manages or controls the cooperative apartment building or life care facility shall 
credit the exemption attributable to each residential unit only to the apportioned tax 
liability of the owner or other person responsible for payment of taxes as to that unit. Any 
person who willfully refuses to so credit the exemption is guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor. 

(6) Married persons maintaining separate residences. When married persons maintain 
separate residences, the homestead exemption provided under Section 15-176 of the 
Property Tax Code, 35 lECS 200/15-176, shall be claimed by only one such person and 
for only one residence. 

(7) Sale or transfer of homestead property. In the event the homestead property is sold or 
ownership otherwise transferred after December 31, 2002, other than sale or transfers 
between spouses or between a parent or child, the homestead exemption provided under 
Section 15-176 of the Property Tax Code, 35 lECS 200/15-176, shall remain in effect for 
the remainder of the tax year and beginning with the 2006 taxable year, the exemption 
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shall be calculated using the same base homestead value in which the sale or transfer 
occurs, but for any subsequent tax year it shall be calculated using the new base 
homestead value as provided in subdivision (b)(3)(b) of Section 15-176 of the Property 
Tax Code, 35 lECS 200/15-176. The Assessor may require the new owner of the 
homestead property to apply for the exemption in the following year. 

(8) State law provisions. The provisions of the homestead exemption as provided under 
Section 15-176 of the Property Tax Code apply as follows: 

a. If the general assessment year for the homestead property is 2003, this exemption 
applies for assessment years 2003 , 200J, 2005, 2006, 2007, and 2008 through 

2011 . Thereafter, the provisions of Section 15-175 of the Property Tax Code, 35 
lECS 200/15-175, apply. 

b. If the general assessment year for the homestead property is 2004, this exemption 
applies for assessment years 2004 , 2005, 2006, 2007, 2008, and 2009 through 

2012 . Thereafter, the provisions of Section 15-175 of the Property Tax Code, 35 
lECS 200/15-175, apply. 

c. If the general assessment year for the homestead property is 2005, this exemption 
applies for assessment years 2005 , 2006, 2007, 2008, 2009 and 2010 through 

2013. Thereafter, the provisions of Section 15-175 of the Property Tax Code, 35 
lECS 200/15-175, apply. 

(b) Applying the exemption. 

(1) The Cook County Assessor shall provide to the County Clerk the information necessary 
to calculate the seven percent (7%) assessment cap homestead exemption in accordance 
with this section. 

(2) The Clerk shall have the authority to compute tax rates, to remove the seven percent (7%) 
assessment cap homestead exemption value from the calculation of the property tax bill 
and to provide this information to the County Treasurer to implement the provisions of 
this section. 

(3) The Treasurer shall state on the property tax bill the amount of taxes saved by the seven 
percent (7%) assessment cap homestead exemption.

WHEREAS, for twenty years, Mr. William R. Quinlan has served the people of Cook County on a pro 
bono basis as Chairman of the Cook County Judicial Advisory Council (JAC) and, since his appointment 
in April of 1991, has served four successive administrations, those of Presidents Richard J. Phelan, John 
H. Stroger, Jr., Bobbie L. Steele, and Todd H. Stroger; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Quinlan has worked tirelessly to llilfdl the statutory goal of the JAC to study and devise 
means to improve the administration of justice in Cook County and has brought to this mission his 
considerable legal experience and knowledge garnered as Corporation Counsel for the City of Chicago 
from 1974 to 1980 under Mayor Richard J. Daley, as Cook County Circuit Court Judge from 1980 to 
1985, as Appellate Court Judge from 1985 to 1989, as Parliamentarian for the Cook County Board from 
1992-2006, and as named partner in respected private law firms over the past two decades; and 

WHEREAS, in his capacity as JAC Chairman, Mr. Quinlan was instrumental in the administration’s 
efforts to obtain fair funding mechanisms for federal public safety grant programs, which resulted in over 
$35 million of funding for crime prevention programs that the County could not otherwise have afforded 
and that have benefited tens of thousands of Cook County youth and their families; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Quinlan established a funding procurement program that resulted in the JAC staffs 
obtaining millions of dollars of needed outside funding for improvements to the juvenile justice system, 
including federal and private funding for alternatives to juvenile detention and state funding for the 
Juvenile Temporary Detention Center, with reforms so significant that the Annie E. Casey Foundation 
named Cook County a model site in the Juvenile Detention Alternative Initiatives movement; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Quinlan established a program by which the JAC staffs legislative analyses have 
alerted legislators of potential fiscal impacts upon Cook County of proposed penalty-enhancing state 
criminal and juvenile justice legislation and have resulted in millions of dollars of cost avoidance for 
Cook County through defeat or amendment of costly bills over the past several decades; and 

WHEREAS, JAC Chairman Quinlan, in his capacity as unpaid Chairman of the Cook County Criminal 
Justice Coordinating Council, has, since 1989, devoted his time and energy to chairing frequent meetings 
of elected officials and criminal justice system decision makers, including the Cook County Sheriff, the 
State’s Attorney, the Public Defender, the Chief Judge of Cook County’s Circuit Court, the Presiding 
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Judge of the Criminal Division of the Circuit Court of Cook County, the Clerk of the Circuit Court of 
Cook County, the Superintendent of the Chicago Police Department, and other local and state leaders, and 
this successful cooperative effort has helped Cook County reduce the Jail crowding that has been the 
subject of two federal constitutional consent decree cases since 1982; and 

WHEREAS, in order to educate and inspire judicial candidates in Illinois to conduct professional, ethical 
campaigns, Mr. Quinlan, beginning in October of 2000, founded and served as Chairman of the Task 
Force on Illinois Judicial Elections, a statewide coalition comprised of leaders of the Illinois Judges 
Association, the Illinois State Bar Association, The Chicago Bar Association, the American Judicature 
Society, and Alliance Bar Associations. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that President Todd H. Stroger and the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners, on behalf of the more than five million residents of Cook County, do hereby express 
profound gratitude to William R. Quinlan for his 20 years of pro bono distinguished service to the people 
of Cook County, Illinois, and for his many contributions to the improvement of the Cook County justice 
system.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING A 
THREE-FIFTHS (3/5) SUPERMAJORITY FOR NEW TAXES AND TAX INCREASES 

WHEREAS, The County of Cook is a Home Rule unit and may, under the power granted by Section 6(a) 
of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, exercise any power and perform any 
function pertaining to its government and affairs, including, but not limited to, the power to tax and to 
incur debt; and 

WHEREAS, the decision to impose new or raise existing taxes should be subject to the utmost scrutiny, 
and be approved by more than a simple majority of Cook County Commissioners. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
2 Administration, Section 2-108 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-108. Parliamentary rules. 

(e) Majority v Votes. Except as otherwise provided in these rules, and except for questions for 
which a higher majority is required by law, all questions shall be determined by a majority vote of those 
Commissioners entitled to vote. A vote of "present" shall not be counted in determining the number of 
Commissioners voting on a question. Any question involving the imposition of any new taxes or 
increases in existing taxes shall require a supermajority vote of three-fifths (3/5), or 11 Commissioners, of 
the Cook County Board in order to gain passage. 

Effective date: This Ordinance Amendment shall be in effect upon adoption.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

HOME RULE COUNTY RETAILERS’ OCCUPATION TAX 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article IV, 
Sections 74-150 through 74-152, of the Cook County Code are hereby amended as follows: 

ARTICLE IV. RETAILERS' OCCUPATION TAX 


Sec. 74-150. Short title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Home Rule County Retail 
Occupation Tax Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-151. Imposed. 
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As authorized by 55 lECS 5/5-1006 (home rule county retailers' occupation tax law), a tax is imposed 
County wide upon all persons in the County engaged in the business of selling tangible personal property 
at retail, at the rate of one and three-quarters percent through June 30, 2010, and one and one - quarter 
percent thereafter of the gross receipts from such sales made in the course of such business.

HOME RULE COUNTY SERVICE OCCUPATION TAX 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
74 Taxation, Article V, Sections 74-190 through 74-192, of the Cook County Code are hereby amended 
as follows: 


ARTICLE V. SERVICE OCCUPATION TAX. 


Sec. 74-190. Short title. 
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This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Home Rule County Service Occupation 
Tax Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-191. Imposed. 

As authorized by 55 lECS 5/5-1007 (home rule county service occupation tax law), a tax is imposed 
County wide upon all persons in the County engaged in the business of making sales of service at the rate 
of one and three-quarters percent through June 30, 2010, and one and one - quarter percent thereafter of the 
selling price of all tangible personal property transferred by such serviceperson either in the form of 
tangible personal property or in the form of real estate as an incident to a sale of service. The tax shall be 
paid in the manner provided in such statute. 

Sec. 74-192. Notification of the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The Clerk of the Board is hereby authorized and directed to obtain and transmit a certified copy of this 
Ordinance to the Illinois Department of Revenue not later than five days after its effective date, and in no 
case later than April 1, 2010 2011 so as to enable the Illinois Department of Revenue to proceed to 
administer and enforce this Ordinance, on behalf of the County of Cook, as of July 1, 2010 2011 . 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage, except that the rate decreases in Section 
74-191 shall not take effect until July 1, 2010 2011 .

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
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WHEREAS, On December 9, 2009, Governor Pat Quinn signed into Eaw SB 1466 (PA 96-0832), which 
establishes limits on contributions from individuals and corporations (10 lECS 5/9-8.5); and 

WHEREAS, currently the Ethics Ordinance does not reflect the state law that limits contributions from 
individuals and corporations to Cook County elected officials, other than those from individuals and 
corporations doing business with the County; and 

WHEREAS, when only selective limits are in place, candidates to Cook County office have to rely on 
donations made by people of higher financial status, allowing a selective few to financially control the 
candidate political committees of elected officials; and 

WHEREAS, by selectively restricting contributions, major influence on policy and votes will come from 
a selective few privileged individuals; a dangerous path towards very specific ideologies and convictions 
being thrust upon governmental officials without the best interest of the majority of Cook County 
residents in mind; and 

WHEREAS, individual contributions over $5,000.00 can greatly influence elected official’s decisions. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
2 Administration, Article VII Ethics, Division 2 Code of Ethical Conduct, Subdivision II Code of Ethical 
Conduct, Section 2-585 of the Cook County Code of Ordinances is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-585. Limitations of contributions to candidates and elected officials. 

(a) No person who has done business with the County within the preceding four years or is 
seeking to do business with the County or is a lobbyist registered with the County shall make 
contributions in an aggregate amount exceeding $750.00: 

(1) To any candidate for County office or elected County official during a single 
candidacy; or 

(2) To an elected official of the government of the County during any nonelection 
year of his or her term. 

(3) To any local, state, or federal campaign committee that is controlled by, or 
established in support of, a candidate for County office or an elected County 
official. 


The combined effect of these provisions is intended to permit total contribution up to, but not exceeding, 
$1,500.00 in a year in which a candidacy occurs. A year, for purposes of this section, is from January 1 to 
December 31 of each year. 


(b) No siagte natural person shall make contributions in an aggregate amount exceeding 
$5,000.00 in a calendar year; and no corporation or local, state, or federal campaign committee shall make 
contributions in an aggregate amount exceeding $10,000.00 in a calendar year: 

(1) To any candidate for County office or elected County official; or 
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(2) To any local, state, or federal campaign committee that is controlled by, or 
established in support of, a candidate for County office or an elected County official, 

(b c) For purposes of Subsections (a) and (b) of this section, an entity and its subsidiaries, 
parent company or otherwise affdiated companies, and any of their employees, officers, directors and 
partners who make a political contribution for which they are reimbursed by the entity or its affiliates 
shall be considered a single person. However, nothing in this provision shall be construed to prohibit such 
an employee, officer, director or partner from making a political contribution up to the maximum 
aggregate amount allowed under Subsection (b), for which he is not reimbursed by a person with whom 
he or she is affiliated, even if that person has made the maximum contribution allowed under Subsection 
(a) of this section. 

(e d) Any contributions made under this section shall be reported as required by the Election 
Code, 10 lECS 5/1-1 et seq. 

(d e) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, "done business" or "doing business" means 
anyone or any combination of sales, purchases, leases or contracts to, from or with the County or any 
County agency in excess of $10,000.00 in any 12-consecutive months. "Done business" or "doing 
business" also means representation involving real property assessments, property tax appeals, zoning 
matters, and property tax incentives in any 12 consecutive months during the previous four years. 

(©1) To the extent that the Zoning Board, Zoning Administrator, Board of Review and County 
Assessor may be covered by the provisions herein each shall provide notice of the ethics disclosure 
requirements as set forth above. The notice should include a statement that any attorney or tax 
representative who has done business with any of these agencies in any 12 consecutive months during the 
previous four years as result, must adhere to the campaign contribution limitations set forth by the Cook 
County Ethics Ordinance. The Zoning Board, Zoning Administrator, Board of Review and County 
Assessor shall provide a list to the Board of Ethics, updated quarterly, of attorneys, law firms, and tax 
representatives filing appeals at their office. 

The Board of Ethics shall adopt such rules and regulations as necessary to implement this section. 

(fg) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, "seeking to do business" means taking 
action within the past six months to obtain a contract or business with the County when, if such action 
were successful, it would result in the person doing business with the County as defined in Subsection (d 
e) of this section. 

(gh) Any firm, or its officers, directors or partners, contracted by the County to provide 
financial audits of county finances are prohibited from making campaign contributions to any county 
official or candidate for county office. 


(h i) Any firm, or its officers, directors or partners, contracted by the County to act as financial 
counsel, bond counsel, underwriter’s counsel, legal counsel, or financial manager for the issuance of any 
bond is prohibited from making campaign contributions to any county official or candidate for county 
office. 


(ij) Any candidate for any county office, or any current elected official in Cook County 
government, shall return contributions found in excess of the limitations set forth in this section within 30 
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days of notification from the Board of Ethics. Failure to return contributions within 30 days shall be a 
violation of this section and subject to fines under section 2-602(d). 

Effective date: This Ordinance Amendment shall take effect immediately upon adoption.

Your Committee on Rules & Administration of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met 
pursuant to notice on Tuesday, September 28, 2010 at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 
569, County Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following item and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 


304531 AN AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY CODE, CHAPTER 2, ARTICEE III, 

DIVISION 2 SECTION 2-108 (I) (RUEES OF ORGANIZATION) (PROPOSED 
ORDINANCE AMENDMENT). Submitting a Proposed Ordinance Amendment 
sponsored by Joseph Mario Moreno, County Commissioner. 

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
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WHEREAS, recently members of the Cook County Board of Commissioners have called into question 
the use of Cook County’s wireless network during Board and Committee meetings for political purposes; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Ethics was queried on said matter, specifically pertaining to an 
incident that occurred on Tuesday, November 17, 2009 during the County Board meeting where a 
political message was sent from the floor of the Board Room during the meeting using the Twitter 
website; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Ethics opined on this matter and concluded that the use of the County’s 
wireless internet for said purpose may be construed as a prohibited political activity and a misuse of 
County owned property under Sections 2-571 and 2-576 of the Cook County Ethics Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the Ethics Board also recommended that said use be discontinued in the future; and 

WHEREAS, presently Article III, Division 2 concerning Rules of Organization does not address the 
issue of using social networking sites and electronic communication devices during deliberations of the 
County Board; and 

WHEREAS, because the absence of any guidelines or policies pertaining to this matter may undermine 
transparency and the public confidence in Cook County government, the Board of Ethics also 
recommended that the use of social networking sites and other like electronic communications should be 
addressed in the framework of the Rules & Administration Committee; and 

WHEREAS, Article III, Division 2, Section 2-108, (g) (2) states: The Board may grant members of the 
public leave to speak on items pending before the Board; and 

WHEREAS, Article III, Division 2, Section 2-108 (i) Floor Privileges states: 

(1) During all meetings of the Board, access to the floor shall be limited to the following 
persons, except pursuant to leave granted by the Board: 

a. The President, Clerk, Secretary, Parliamentarian and Sergeant-at-Arms; 

b. Commissioners; 

c. Other elected Cook County officers; 

d. Former Commissioners; 

e. Staff of the Board; and 

f Staff of the President. 

(2) At the direction of the President or at the request of any Commissioner, the floor shall be 
cleared of staff. At the request of any Commissioner, unauthorized persons shall be 
ordered removed from the floor; and 

WHEREAS, the unregulated use of the above mentioned technologies to gain access to Commissioners 
during deliberations at Board and Committee meetings may cause the public to believe that certain 
individuals have greater or special access to County officials during key deliberations or votes; and 

WHEREAS, the Secretary of the Board of Commissioners is charged with disseminating County Board 
proceedings and has already added real-time dissemination of the proceedings via a social networking 
website in addition to cable broadcasts for the general public’s benefit. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
2, Article III, Division 2 Section 2-108 (i); of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

(1) During all meetings of the Board, access to the floor shall be limited to the following 
persons, except pursuant to leave granted by the Board: 

a. The President, Clerk, Secretary, Parliamentarian and Sergeant-at-Arms; 

b. Commissioners; 

c. Other elected Cook County officers; 

d. Former Commissioners; 

e. Staff of the Board; and 

f Staff of the President. 

(2) At the direction of the President or at the request of any Commissioner, the floor shall be 
cleared of staff. At the request of any Commissioner, unauthorized persons shall be 
ordered removed from the floor. 

(3) Publicly accessible instant messaging platforms, such as social networking websites or 
like platforms may not be used by members of the Board of Commissioners, the 
President or their staff while on the floor to communicate with members of the public. 

*Referred to the Committee on Rules & Administration on 1/12/10. 


Vice Chairman Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the Proposed Ordinance 
Amendment (Communication No. 304531) be approved. 

Chairman Moreno stated that the above Proposed Ordinance Amendment was drafted in early January 
2010 due to a letter Commissioner Sims had received from the Ethics Board; a copy of that letter dated 
December 23, 2009, has been distributed to all the Commissioners. The letter stated that the 
Commissioners should revisit the Cook County Code and perhaps amend the rules. The amendments to 
the rules were submitted to the State’s Attorney’s Office for their review. The State’s Attorney gave the 
Board a lengthy opinion after much research and deliberation and found that it does not impact the first 
amendment. 

Chairman Moreno asked Patrick Driscoll, Jr., Deputy State’s Attorney, Chief, Civil Actions Bureau, to 
address the Commissioners. 

Mr. Driscoll stated that the State’s Attorney’s Office looked at the issue and found that there are no cases 
directly in point, but in the analysis the State’s Attorney’s Office does not believe that there is a legal 
impediment. The State’s Attorney does not have a legal opinion on whether it should be adopted or not; 
that is not the State’s Attorney’s role. 

Commissioner Suffredin asked for a roll call when time is appropriate. 

Vice Chairman Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the Proposed Ordinance 
Amendment (Communication No. 304531) be approved. Commissioner Suffredin called for a Roll

FY 2011 BUDGET DEVELOPMENT GUIDELINES 

As we are preparing to receive your requests of funding for FY 2011, we wanted an opportunity to 
discuss issues that will have an impact on the development of your FY 2011 budget. 

Amendment lOS, which was adopted during passage of the FY 2010 Budget increased the budgetary hold 
back of departments to accommodate the anticipated $32 million of lost Sales Tax Revenue. The rollback 
of .5%, which went into effect July 1, 2010, reduced the Sales Tax Rate from 1.75% to 1.25%. The actual 
revenue effect of this rollback will first be experienced in the final two months (October and November) 
ofFY 2010. 

The Bureau of Finance’s First Pass Plan (6/30/2010) for FY 2011 Revenues anticipated a year over year, 
2010 to 2011, revenue decline in the General Fund of approximately $311 million. The revised revenue 
plan for 2011 is now forecasting a decline of $317 million. Additionally, we expect previously approved 
wage increases and fringe benefits to add another $35 million to the 2011 expenditures. 

This revenue estimate will require process changes and new planning strategies in order to continue 
current levels of service to citizens. Many of you will recall the $502 million projected deficit in 2007. 
We were able to remedy that situation with increasing revenues and expenditure reductions. The 
difference between then and now is that in 2007 the economy was not in the throes of a deep recession. 
What makes this time more troublesome is that there is no foreseeable sign of meaningful relief The 
current revenue plan reflects continued challenging economic conditions affecting housing, employment 
and consumption. Based on the estimated revenues for next year, our current level of expenditures cannot 
be sustained. 

We must look differently at how we develop the FY 2011 budget. Traditional approach would start with 
the 2010 budget then raise or lower appropriations based on existing expectations of spending for 
operations. Strategies in developing the FY 2011 budget will have to include alternative ways of using 
resources. We must be cognizant of and prioritize our primary core functions. Then we must craft a more 
flexible budget, one that gives us leeway to decide how best to utilize available resources. With this as a 
guiding principle we establish the following budget development guidelines: 

a. Budget expectation is 11 % pro rata reduction from the 2010 Adopted Budget with the exceptions 
noted below. 

Line items excluded from the above calculation: 260 - Professional Services, 298 - 
Special Programs, 818 - Reimbursement to Designated Funds. 
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a. 260 - Professional Services. Our expectation is to reduce this 
account by 35%. The reductions will not be pro rata. Any 
Professional Services must be justified in detail. All requests will 
be reviewed and approved subject to available funding. 

b. Use of the Fixed Charges 490, 499 and 899 lines will no longer be available for departments. The 
use of the Fixed Charges Departments is for expenditures that are not directly attributable to the 
function or purpose of a specific department. By placing department specific costs in 490, 499, 
or 899 a distorted view of the actual cost of providing a service or function of the department is 
presented. We are reviewing all charges to these departments to determine the appropriateness of 
the current funding location. We will transfer 90% of 2010 adopted appropriation to the 
appropriate control department. When preparing your FY 2011 request, please identify each item 
previously budgeted in 490, 499 or 899 as such. 

c. County wide contracts must be funded through each using department’s line items. This will 
ensure that the contract is properly funded with required amounts. Any questions regarding the 
amounts for your department should be directed to the department responsible for the countywide 
contract. Underfunding will require a transfer of funds to accommodate the cost of the contracted 
obligation. 

Departments responsible for the initiating, monitoring and payment of countywide 
contracts are to ensure that the Department of Budget and Management Services is aware 
of all departments using the contract and amounts to be appropriated to each department. 

d. Requests for new or increased capital funding must provide an analysis outlining the benefit of 
such a request; improvement to current work processes, service level or additional revenue. 

In 2009 and 2010 we funded a number of capital projects and capital equipment requests for a 
total of $689.3 million. Any type of capital project that may require ongoing funding for 
operations by using future general funds must be evaluated before new or additional funding is 
requested.

AND DELIVERY OF A LOAN AGREEMENT, AN INDENTURE OF TRUST, 

A BOND PURCHASE CONTRACT, A TAX EXEMPTION CERTIFICATE AND AGREEMENT 
AND RELATED DOCUMENTS; APPROVING THE DISTRIBUTION OF A PRELIMINARY 
LIMITED OFFERING MEMORANDUM AND A LIMITED OFFERING MEMORANDUM; 
AND AUTHORIZING AND APPROVING RELATED MATTERS. 


WHEREAS, Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois (the “Act") 
provides that “a County which has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the electors of the County. . . (is) 
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a Home Rule Unit,” and The County of Cook, Illinois (the “County ”) has a Chief Executive Officer 
elected by the electors of the County and is therefore a home rule unit and, under the power granted by 
said Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, as supplemented by the 
Eocal Government Debt Reform Act, as amended, and the other Omnibus Bond Acts, as amended, may 
exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County (the “Board") has heretofore and it hereby 
expressly is determined that it is essential and necessary and in the best interests of the County and its 
residents that the County relieve conditions of unemployment, maintain existing levels of employment, 
aid in the rehabilitation of returning veterans, encourage the increase of industry and commerce within the 
County, increase the tax base of the various municipalities within the County and permit the County to 
take as much advantage of the provisions of Section 103 of the United States Internal Revenue Code of 
1986, as amended (the “Code”) as possible, which are all declared to be public purposes and for the 
safety, benefit and welfare of the residents of the County; and 

WHEREAS, the Congress of the United States adopted the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act of 
2009 (the “Stimulus Act”); and 

WHEREAS, the Stimulus Act authorizes the issuance of “recovery zone facility bonds,” which are a new 
category of private activity tax-exempt bonds, provided that certain enumerated conditions are satisfied; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Stimulus Act requires (i) the Secretary of the United States Treasury to have awarded 
the issuer of recovery zone facility bonds a portion of a nationwide volume limitation and (ii) the issuer to 
have designated a “recovery zone,” in each case prior to issuing recovery zone facility bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the Board has heretofore determined by Ordinance No. 09-0-43, adopted July 2, 2009, that 
the County qualifies as a “recovery zone” as provided in the Stimulus Act, and to that end designated the 
County as a recovery zone under the Stimulus Act; and 

WHEREAS, the Secretary of the United States Treasury has awarded the County a portion of a said 
nationwide volume limitation, said portion awarded to the County being in the amount of $196,814,000; 
and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Act and to the Stimulus Act, the County is authorized to issue recovery zone 
facility bonds in an amount not to exceed the aggregate par amount of $196,814,000; and 

WHEREAS, on September 15, 2010, the Board approved the application of Navistar International 
Corporation (the “Company”) for $90,000,000 of said volume limitation to finance the renovation, 
expansion and equipping of the existing office and manufacturing plant of the Company located at 
10400 West North Avenue in Melrose Park, Illinois 60160-1028, including, but not limited to, space and 
facilities to be used for research, development and project testing (the “Project”) and authorized the 
Bureau of Community Development of the County to take such preliminary actions as necessary to 
effectuate the Project and the issuance by the County of recovery zone facility bonds therefore; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to reasonable published notice, a public hearing on the proposal to issue recovery 
zone facility bonds to finance the Project was held by the Board on the date hereof, and all who desired to 
do so were given the opportunity to express their views with respect to such proposal, as required by 
Section 147(f) of the Code; and 
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WHEREAS, the County, at the request of the Company, wishes to issue one or more series of its 
recovery zone facility bonds (the “Bonds ”) to obtain funds to (i) finance or reimburse the Company for 
all or a portion of the costs of the Project, (ii) pay a portion of the interest accruing on the Bonds during 
construction of the Project and (iii) pay certain costs incurred in connection with the issuance of the 
Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to and in accordance with the provisions of the Act, the County is now prepared to 
proceed with the financing of the Project and to issue and sell an amount not to exceed $90,000,000 in 
aggregate principal amount of its Recovery Zone Facility Revenue Bonds (Navistar International 
Corporation Project) Series 2010 (the “Bonds"), such Bonds to be secured by the Indenture as described 
therein, and, except to the extent payable from Bond proceeds or income from the temporary investment 
thereof, to be payable solely from the revenues and income and other amounts received by the County as 
described in the Indenture (as hereinafter defined); and 

WHEREAS, it is now necessary, desirable and in the best interests of the County to authorize the 
execution and delivery of an Indenture of Trust (the “Indenture”) between the County and Citibank N.A., 
as trustee (the “Trustee”), a Eoan Agreement (the “Loan Agreement”) between the County and the 
Company, a Bond Purchase Contract (the “Bond Purchase Contract ”) among the County, the Company 
and Merrill Eynch, Pierce, Fenner & Smith Incorporated (the “Underwriter”), a Tax Exemption 
Certificate and Agreement dated the date of issuance of the Bonds (the “Tax Agreement”), among the 
County, the Company and the Trustee, and to approve a Preliminary Eimited Offering Memorandum (the 
“Preliminary Limited Offering Memorandum ”), all in connection with the issuance of the Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the County has caused to be prepared and presented to its members drafts of the following 
documents which the County proposes to enter into or approve: 

(i) the Indenture; 

(ii) the Eoan Agreement; 

(iii) the Bond Purchase Contract; 
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(iv) the Preliminary Eimited Offering Memorandum; and 

(v) the Bonds; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
COUNTY OF COOK, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. The recitals contained in the preambles to this Ordinance are hereby incorporated 
into this Ordinance by reference. All capitalized terms used in this Ordinance, unless otherwise defined 
herein, shall have the meanings ascribed thereto in the Indenture. 

Section 2. In order to provide funds to carry out the public purposes set forth in the 
preambles hereto, the County hereby authorizes and approves the issuance at one time or from time to 
time of Bonds in an aggregate principal amount of not to exceed $90,000,000 which Bonds shall be 
designated “The County of Cook, Illinois Recovery Zone Facility Revenue Bonds (Navistar International 
Corporation Project) Series 2010,” with such additional identifying changes as may be approved by the 
President of the County Board (the “President") or the Chief Financial Officer of the County. 

The Bonds and the interest thereon shall be limited obligations of the County, payable solely from 
the income and revenues to be derived by the County pursuant to the Loan Agreement (except such 
income and revenues as may be derived by the County pursuant to the Unassigned Rights (as defined in 
the Indenture)) and amounts from a Bond Guarantee from Navistar, Inc. to the Trustee (the “Bond 
Guarantee").
